After processing your informal request, the Philadelphia Police Department responds as 
follows: 

Your request cannot be granted as set forth below. 

Your request cannot be granted. PPD has no records responsive to your request seeking 
facial recognition systems records. It is not a denial of access under the Act if the records 
requested do not exist. Cf. Jenkins v. Pennsylvania Dep’t of State, O.O.R. Dkt. AP 2009-0065 
(Pa. O.O.R. April 2, 2009). PPD does not use Gunshot Detection Microphones. 

While PPD has no records responsive to your request, should responsive records be 
discovered in the future, they may be exempt for the following reasons:
